36  houses  were  under  construction  and  19  were  oompleted. 


SANITATION. 

work  proceeded  throughout  tho  year  on  the  connections  of  properties  to 
the  sewers  at  Llandinam.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  for  more  than  a year 
now  there  have  teen  no  complaints  of  odd  outbreaks  of  sickness  affecting  the 
children  at  Llandinam  School.  Maybe  this  is  due  to  the  abolition  of  chemical 
closets  and  the  introduction  of  satisfactory  sewage  disposal  methods. 

Brynllwyarch  School  was  connected  to  the  public  sewer  at  Kerry  in 
October,  1971. 

Construction  of  a sewerage  scheme  at  Earn  was  commenced  in  1971. 


The  Council  has  approved  plans  to  sewer  Trefeglwys,  Llawryglyn,  Van 
and  Cerrist  and  all  interested  Authorities  - County  Council,  Planning  Committee 
and  River  Authority  have  been  supplied  with  these  plans.  The  District 
Valuers  report  on  land  required  for  the  5 sites  in  connection  with  this 
scheme  was  awaited  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

At  Adfa  the  Council  has  instructed  the  Engineers  to  prepare  a scheme 
for  this  village  and  also  at  Hew  Mills  where  some  proposed  private 
development  will  be  incorporated. 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 


The  working  party  consisting  of  the  10  district  councils  in  Montgomeryshire 
decided  on  a site  at  Abermule  as  a central  site  to  serve  the  whole  County,  for 
the  erection  of  a pulverisation  plant. 

In  the  meantime  tipping  continues  at  Cwmbolan  and  Brickyard  Tregynon. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 

The  estimated  mid  year  population  for  1971  was  8,180  which  is  an  increase 
of  330. 

There  was  a total  of  129  births  giving  a birth  rate  of  15.8  per  1,000 
population  compared  with  12.5  in  1970 « The  rate  for  England  and  Males  was 

16.0  in  1971. 

There  were  14  illegitimate  births  which  is  11$  of  all  live  births,  the 
national  rate  being  8$.  The  rate  in  1970  was  13/j. 

There  were  3 still  births  which  gives  a rate  of  23  per  1,000  total  live 
and  still  births,  compared  with  10  per  1,000  in  1970  and  the  national  rato  in 
1971  was  12  per  1,000. 

There  were  3 deaths  of  infants  under  the  age  of  1 year  which  gives  an 
infant  mortality  rate  of  23  per  1,000  live  births  - the  national  rate  being 
18  per  1,000.  The  rate  in  1970  in  this  district  was  10  per  1,000. 

There  was  a total  of  79  deaths  which  gives  a death  rate  of  9*7  per 

1.000  population,  the  national  rate  was  11.6  per  1,000.  The  rate  in  1970 
was  10.2  per  1,000. 

Of  these  79  deaths  almost  half  (36)  occurred  after  the  age  of  75  years. 

27  deaths  were  due  to  some  form  of  heart  disease. 

22  deaths  were  due  to  causes  of  various  organs  - 3 occurring  in  the 
lungs. 

Accidents  accounted  for  2 deaths  and  there  was  one  death  from  suicide.

The  Divisional  Vetinary  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  notifies 
mo  of  salmonellosis  on  farms  in  my  district.  Unless  care  is  taken  in 
handling  sick  animals  with  this  disease  there  is  a risk  of  an  outbreak  of 
food  poisoning  in  the  farm  worker  and  his  family  and  from  drinking 
contaminated  milk. 

The  farms  are  visited  or  contacted  by  telephone  and  advice  is  given 
about  the  care  needed  to  be  taken  to  prevent  spread  of  the  disease.  Uhere 
the  farmer  holds  a milk  dealer’s  licence  it  is  important  to  ascertain  that 
no  raw  milk  is  sold  from  the  farm. 


IIEFTOUTT  U.D. 


One  outbreak  was  notified  on  a farm  within  the  urban  district.  The 
farmer  holds  a milk  dealer’s  liconce  but  no  raw  milk  is  sold,  it  all  goes 
for  pasteurisation. 


MACHYNLLETH  R.D. 


Three  outbreaks  were  notified,  two  on  one  farm  where  there  is  no 
milk  dealer’s  licence  and  the  third  on  a farm  with  a licence.

BRUCELLOSIS
